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REPORT 


Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1961  of  the  general  conditions,  health  and  vital  statistics  of  the 
Barrow-upon-Soar  Rural  District, 

The  Report  is  in  conformity  with  suggestions  made  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  also  incorporates  a section  compiled  by  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Health  is  bound  up  with  and  indeed,  consequencial  to,  good 
living  and  prosperity,  Throughout  the  last  ten  years  a wider  and 
increased  prosperity  in  this  country  has  led  generally  to  a higher 
standard  of  health.  But  the  devil's  disciples  are  still  in  evidence 
in  indulgence  and  excess.  The  indulgence  in  carbohydrate  diets  of 
pastries,  cakes  and  sugars  in  all  forms  is  responsible  for  obesity, 
diabetes,  and  other  allied  conditions.  Sweets  and  creams  in  excess 
are  the  great  responsible  factors  in  dental  caries  and  poor  teeth 
formation  in  children.  Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports 
to  the  benefits  of  sound  dietetics  based  upon  wholesome  and  natural 
foods  as  of  all  the  environmental  factors  affecting  health, 
nutrition  is  the  most  primary  and  the  most  easily  controlled 

Dental  caries  may  also  be  prevented  by  the  addition  of 
fluoride  to  water  supplies.  Sodium  fluoride  prevents  dental  decay 
and  the  most  simple  way  of  administering  this  substance  is  through 
the  water  supply.  If  children  from  birth  to  the  age  of  fourteen 
years  drink  water  to  which  fluoride  has  been  added  the  teeth  are 
protected  for  a period  of  around  forty  years  This  is  a dramatic 
example  of  preventive  medicine  yet  fluoridation  is  repeatedly 
opposed  by  vociferous  antagonists. 

The  wider  problem  of  good  health  in  all  the  world's 
population  is  perhaps  more  a problem  of  engineering  than  of 
medicine.  The  physicist  has  made  a great  advance  possible  by  the 
splitting  and  control  of  the  atom.  Whatever  pessimistic  dread 
there  may  be  of  nuclear  energy,  it  is  only  by  nuclear  power  that 
the  world's  problems  of  deprivation  and  malnutrition  can  be 
resolved  in  a reasonable  period  of  time.  The  potential  applicat- 
ions of  nuclear  power  for  the  benefits  of  mankind  are  perhaps  the 
most  exciting  possibilities  the  world  has  ever  known.  It  is 
acknowledged  that  the  present  experimentation  in  this  field  of 
science  brings  problems  of  radiation  and  new  conditions  of  sickness 
and  ill-health,  but  these  dangers  are  being  understood  and 
controlled  in  step  with  the  scientific  advances. 
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The  optimist  looks  forward  with  science,  the  pessimist 
sits  or  marches  with  his  banner  most  probably  smoking  a cigarette 
to  while  away  his  time  , A cartoon  in  Punch  so  aptly  bore  a 
caption  ’"A  proper  hostage  to  fortune,  you  are  mate  - smoking  and 
campaigning  for  nuclear  disarmament”. 

It  has  been  said  with  a basis  of  logic,  that  one  cannot  be 
a Christian  and  smoke  cigarettes  as  the  beliefs  of  Christianity  are 
not  compatible  with  a process  of  self-destruction  How  long  must 
society  tolerate  in  public  that  symbol  of  immaturity,  the  cigarette 
Apart  from  the  ill-health  the  smoker  eventually  inflicts  upon 
himself,  the  smoker  is  a danger  to  the  health  of  others 

However  forcibly  the  smoker  claims  the  right  to  take  his 
life  m his  own  hands  it  is  but  selfish  indulgence  if  he  demonstrates 
his  rights  to  the  detriment  of  others.  Smokers  inevitably  become 
chronic  bronchiti.cs  and  as  respiratory  infections  are  spread  by 
coughing  and  droplet  infection  if  is  clear  that  smoking  in  restaur- 
ants, theatres  and  in  public  transport  is  a potential  source  of 
inf ect ion 

It  has  taken  several  .years  to  bring  effectively  to  the  public 
the  dangers  of  smoking,  This  is  understandable  as  ten  years"  ago 
the  cigarette  was  not  known  to  be  a cause  of  lung  cancer  Today  the 
connection  is  irrefutable  and  the  results  of  publicity  to  this  fact 
are,  at  last  becoming  effective  Those  who  respect  good  health  no 
longer  smoke  and  the  schools  are  advising  youth  not  to  begin  smoking 
Much  remains  to  be  done  to  achieve  success  but,  this  initial  success 
is  encouraging  to  all  those  concerned  with  the  maintenance  of  good 
health 


If  is  difficult  to  hold  back  an  anticipatory  cry  of  victory 
and  it  is  with  some  rejoicing  that  it  can  be  reported  that  only  one 
death  from  tuberculosis  occurred  in  the  area  in  1 96 1 In  i960  there 

were  four  deaths  from  tuberculosis  and  ten  years  previously  there 
were  ten  deaths  from  this  condition.  With  the  disease  now  so  much 
within  control  it  is  imperative  to  eradicate  any  possible  source  of 
infection  It  was  for  this  reason  that  it  was  regrettably 
necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 

1 936  This  Section  empowers  a Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  upon 
evidence  of  certain  conditions  to  order  the  compulsory  removal  to  a 
suitable  hospital  of  a patient  suffering  from  respiratory  tuberculosis 
and  in  an  infective  condition  One  case  was  so  dealt  with  under  this 
Section  during  the  .year  The  case  was  taken  reluctantly  after  every 
effort  had  been  made  to  treat  the  patient  at  home  and  to  obtain 
voluntary  co-operation  As  ail  efforts  had  proved  unsuccessful, 
application  was  made  to  the  Courts  and,  after  six  months  in  hospital 
the  patient  is  now  free  from  infection  and  in  a greatly  improved 
state  of  health 
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The  problem  of  immigration  is  a serious  one  and9  if 
tuberculosis  is  to  remain  within  control,  it  must  be  solved 
Immigrants  tend  to  live  under  conditions  of  housing  and  hygiene 
that  are  well  known  to  be  conducive  to  the  spread  of  tubercul  os  is «, 

The  political  complexities  of  this  problem  are  immense  but  so  was 
the  epidemol ogical  problem  of  tuberculosis  fifty  years'  ago. 

Medicine  has  brought  a solution  to  its  problem  and  the  political 
problem  now  rests  in  other  hands. 

The  encouraging  statistics  of  tuberculosis  stand  in  contrast 
to  the  depressing  statistics  of  deaths  resulting  from  accidents. 

In  1961  there  were  four  deaths  as  a result  of  motor  vehicle  accidents 
and  eleven  deaths  following  accidents  from  other  causes  These  deaths 
are  preventable  deaths  and  cannot  be  accepted  with  complacency. 

Besides  the  four  deaths  from  road  accidents  there  were  '20  accidents 
causing  serious  injury  and  259  accidents  in  which  slight  injury  was 
caused 


Home  Safety  and  Road  Safety  Committees  meet  quarterly  to 
discuss  the  problems  of  accidents  and  to  direct  publicity  to 
accident  prevention  by  posters  and  by  talks  to  various  social  groups. 
It  is  difficult  to  compile  statistics  of  accidents  in  the  home  or  to 
evaluate  the  success  of  home  safety  propaganda  The  5th  November, 
however,  gave  an  opportunity  to  assess,  in  some  way,  the  consequences 
of  celebrating  Guy  Fawkes  Day  without  appreciation  of  the  explosive 
properties  of  gunpowder,  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  treated  thirty- 
one  patients  as  a consequence  of  Guy  Fawkes  celebrations  and 
Loughborough  General  Hospital  admitted  one  child  and  gave  treatment 
to  three  adults  on  this  occasion  These  simple  statistics  show  that 
accidents  are  predictable  and  by  publicity  it  is  hoped  to  make  them 
preventabl e„ 

There  has  not  been  cause  to  enforce  Section  47  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act,,  in  which  powers  are  given  for  compulsory 
Institutional  care  for  old  people. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I make  reference  to  the  death  in 
October  of  a colleague,  Mr  Jack  Liiley,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 

I greatly  valued  his  advice  and  help  on  many  occasions.  His 
knowledge  and  experience  of  the  District  was  very  extensive  and  he 
was  always  willing  to  assist  m problems  brought  to  him  by  the 
Public  Health  Department, 

I am  grateful  to  the  Council  for  the  interest  shown  in  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  To  the  Chief  FTiblic  Health 
Inspectors,  Mr,  W Donovans  and  to  all  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  I wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  their 
helpful  co  operation  throughout  the  year.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  improve  the  existing  sewerage 
systems  as  well  as  the  provision  of  new  sewers  and  disposal  works 
for  those  parishes  which  have  not  these  facilities  The  problem  is 
a financial  as  well  as  an  engineering  one. 

The  village  of  Wal ton-on-the-Wol ds  was  provided  with  a system 
of  new  sewers  and  the  disposal  works  at  Burt on-on-the -Wolds  improved 
to  deal  with  the  sewage , 

The  sewers  in  Cropston  Road,  Anstey,  were  found  to  be  broken 
and  it  was  necessary  to  re-lay  them 


There  is  a problem  of  sludge  drying  and  disposal  at  the 
Queniborough  works  and  it  was  hoped  that  the  provision  of  sludge 
lagoons  would  be  a step  towards  a solution  The  chemistry  and 
biology  of  sewage  present  many  problems  to  the  engineer

The  grant  towards  the  work  of  conversion  is  being  increased 
to  £15  the  conversion  of  an  existing  building  or  £25  where  a

A compulsory  scheme  has  been  recommended  for  Rothley  and 
Quorn  where  there  are  a small  number  of  pails  and  this  scheme 
might  be  extended  to  other  parishes., 
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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


HOUSING 

For  the  first  phase  of  a new  Five  Year  Programme  of  Slum 
Clearance  the  Housing  Inspection  Committee  visited  the  Parishes  of 
Anstey,  Syston,  Thurmaston,  and  Sileby, 

96  Demolition  Orders  and  4 Closing  Orders  were  made  on 
individual  houses.  It  was  recommended  that  a further  27  houses  be 
included  in  Slum  Clearance  Areas. 

Inquiries  were  held  into  the  Council's  applications  for 
Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  for  24  houses  and  a shop  on  Leicester 
Road  and  Hillside,  Mountsorrel,  and  20  houses  in  North  Street, 
Barrow-upon-Soar „ Both  the  Orders  have  been  confirmed  and 
demolition  and  re-development  will  take  place.  The  Mountsorrel 
area  lies  at  the  foot  of  Castle  Hill  and  the  project  will  open  up 
this  pleasant  hillside  vista  as  well  as  getting  rid  of  the  unfit 
houses . 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  carried  out  a scheme  of 
improvement  of  the  post  war  Council  houses.  Baths,  hot  water  supplies 
and  wash  hand  basins  were  provided  in  537  of  these  houses.  The 
average  increase  in  rent  for  these  amenities  was  only  Is.  6d.  per  week. 

For  private  houses,  40  Discretionary  Grants  and  8>  Standard 
Grants  were  approved.

INSPECTION  OF  FOOD 


MILK  SUPPLY 

The  milk  delivery  service  is  good  but  on  occasions  it  has 
been  necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of  retailers  to  the  exposure 
of  milk  to  the  sun  in  the  summer  months,,  Little  advance  has  been 
made  in  the  method  of  distribution  since  the  can  and  jug  method 
was  abolished.  Is  it  too  much  to  ask  for  milk  to  be  retailed  in 
non  returnable  cartons  from  refrigerated  vans? 

There  is  still  an  incidence  of  Brucella  Abortus  in  raw  milk 
This  may  cause  Undulant  Fever  in  man.  Two  bulk  samples  were 
found  to  contain  this  organism.  After  taking  samples  from 
individual  cows  the  infected  animals  were  found  and  removed  from 
the  herd.  There  is  a strong  case  for  pasteurising  T T milk  which 
is  the  only  grade  not  heat  treated.  This  would  destroy  this 
organism 

There  is  one  small  pasteurising  plant  in  this  district. 

There  are  28  dairies  and  2 milk  distributors.

A careful  watch  is  kept  on  vans  which  sell  ice  cream  and 
other  foods  "for  immediate  consumption"  After  several  hours  away 
from  their  depots  hot  water  supplies  are  something  less  than  tepid
